DETAILED ACTION 

L Applicants' Response to the Sequence Requirements, received 6August2001, is 
acknowledged. 

Applicants submitted a computer readable form and a paper copy of the sequence 
information which contains only 2 sequences, SEQ ID NO:l and SEQ ID NO:2. 

2. A discrepancy has arisen concerning the sequences in the instant application. The 
original application did not appear to have any sequence listings. As stated above, the 
amendment of 6August2001 contains only SEQ ID NO:l and SEQ ID NO:2.
